Atlantie, botween the two great patural divi-
glons of the Americsn Coutivent, and extend-
ing from the const of Florlda, in North Ame-
riea, to that of Vanezucla, in South Ameriea,

Adopting » classification indicated by naturs,
geographers have divided these lslands into threa
gronps:—First, the Lucayos or Buhamas; second,
the greater Antilles; oud third, the lesser An-
tillen, With the exeception of the more
sortherly of the Lucayos, the West India Islands
are all \ﬁ:itliili the troples. The Baha an group
conalets of several hundred Islands, most of
which are of very ingignifleant glze—mere keys,
o fact, destitute of vegetation, and uninhabited,
Thils group lics on the southenst const ol Flo-
rida. The greater Antilles the four large
Islands of Coba, Hayti, or Saint Domiongo, Ja-
malen, and Porto Rico: and the lesser Antilles
comprive all the small islands extending frow
Porto Rlco to the Galf of Parly, those Iying
south of a glven polut in the direction whence
the trnde winds blow being K the Wind-
woard Islonds, and thom the north of thost
point s the Leeward Istands, Thoere is some-
thing very striking in the geographical position
ol Lhe '._”]I"Illl.'. wnd lesser Antillos. Commeneing
with (:n|-1l. sitoated ot the entranee of the Goll
of Mexico, nnd torminnting with Trinidad, off
the southepstern  const Venoezueln, these
islnnds deseribe an irregular curve """"l'!"""."
inclosing, 20 to speak, the sparkling Caribbean
Hea, whose waves perpetuaslly dance fn the glow-
ing rnyy of o tro] ieal sun, and whose bosom s
rarely swopl by storms; Jumaicn, bowover, forms
an execoption.  Lving just within the curve, this
iliind is shaltered on the north by Coba and on
the cast by Haytl, while to the south and west
her towering mountaing look down grandly on
the bright and beautiful liet
consts.  In point of scenery and fertitity theso
islands, taken collectively, are not surpassed hy
any other part of the world.

AREA, MOUNTAINS, RIVERS, BT,

The total aren of the West Indies Is o mputed
al M,080 miles, being nearly equal o that of
Great Britain and Belgiom wken togethor, O]
this area the greater Antilles number 84863
miles, and the lesser Auntilles and Balinmoas
11,197 miles.  Spain owne the largest part of the
West Indies, her possessions there—Cuba and
Porto Rico—ombracing 51,148 square miles. The
Dominiean and Haytien republics divide be-
tween them 27,600 miles. Eogland bears sway
over 15,688 miles: France holds 1013 miles: [ol-
land, S69 miles; Denmark, 127 miles, and Sweden,
25 miles, The largest of the islonds 18 Cula,
which s about 800 miles long, with a brewdth
varying {rom 25 miles in its narrowest part, to
130 ut Is widest, Next comes Hayvti or 8t. Do-
mingo, being about 400 miles in length, and (rom
40 miles wide near its eastern extremity to 135
milos ot i Fhe third in the list io point
of sizo Tamnden, which is 100 miles long, with
an avernge broadih 10 miles, Porto Rico
follows, 1t= breadels el 100 miles, with
an almost uniform  bresdth—the shupe of the
island being that of o parallelogram—of
38 miles. Trinidad, a splendid islond
natural wealth, is 50 miles long,
avernge brondth of about 553 miles,
the islands nre small, numbers of than beinge
nothing better than keys, or sand banks, aud
others varying in length from 10 to 25 miles, and
in breadth from 3 to 10 miles.

All the large islands, and many of the small
ones; nre extremaely mountpinons, the mountalns
in some places rising to o height of soveral thou-
sand feot above the level of the sea. Thoy form,
genernlly, a continnons chain, running through
the contre of the islands, in the direction of the
east and west, and are, most of them, wooded to
their very summits, The lower ranges of hills,
branching off from the main rasge, are also
thickly wooded. Moat of the Islinds are abun-
dontly watered, Innnmemble springs goashing
from the sides of mountain and hill in every direc-
tion: but there are few large rivers, and of these
not mare than four or five are navigable for any
considerable distanee from thelr mouths, except
by small, flat-bottomed boats, Jamaica bonsts
the lofticet and grandest mountalns, its ccle-
briuted Blue Mountain ponk lifting Its head,
almost continually enveloped in fleeey clouds,
more than 8000 fect above the level of the sea:
Hayti the finest rivers, among which are the
Yaque, the Yuna, and the Artibonite, all splondid
streams; and Cuba the most fertile plains,  The
consts on the south ride of the islands are gene-
rally low and swampy, and on the north side
rocky und bold; bul everywhere they present
numerons indentations, affording SNl
Lavens, and several Clupacious aud secure hir-
hors, some of which are nol surpassed by any of
the finest harbors In other parts of the world,
there Leing four or five in which the combined
unvies of ﬁu rope might ride in safety.
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PRODUCTIONS AND RESOURUES.

In no poart of the world = there n greater va-
riety of valuable vegetable productions than is to
be found in the West Indies.  Firstin the list of
those pogsessing ncommereial importance stands
the sugnr-cane, for the cultivation of which fully
nine-tenths of all the low-lylng lands are admira-
rably adapted. Next comes coffee, the plant

flouriching in all the hilly and mountainons dis- |
trices, and yielding Iarge crops annnally of the |

valunble berry. Pimeunto or allspice —indige-
nous to the Island of Jamaict alone—may be
had in abundance simply for the troulile of ga-
thering, the tree growing wild in most parts of
the country.

the exports hither, a result which 2 owing to
the restrictive commercinl policy of  Bpain
toward that island, which is compelled to tahe
articles from the mother country which she
mizht obtuin elzewhere at cheaper rtes and of
better quality, and this not to protect the in-
dustry of the island, but simply to benefig the
royal trensury.

THH PAST AND THE FUTURE.

As there Is nofairer region on the fnoe of God
enrth than the West Indies, no parl th
world has been more terribly cursed by the vii-
lniny of moan,  Time wus, indeed, when so uni-
versal was the reign of Injustice, tymuny, and
cruclty in the Caribbean, awd o complete aad
revolting the demoralization of soclety in all
the colonies, that the words of the poot wight
bave been appropriately applied:

“Heore overy prospect pleases,
And only man is vile."

The ereat bane of the Antilles has been neero
glavery, In some of them, however, ad autidote
Lins been applied, whose effects have been so far
of the most sutisfactory character; and in thogs
parts where the poison still actively works ther
is gronnd for hope that camtive agencles will
goon be in full operation. With slavery ovor-
thirown ln Cubn and Porto Rieo, the West 1p-
dies, thereby completely  delivered from  the
terrible curse which followed in the wake ol the
first slave ship that crossed the Atlantic mor
than three centurles ago, will at onee enter upon
a new carcer.
